"Let's Talk It Over" 



FRANKLIN tAKES BOROUGH, a quiet.' 
small New Jersey town, knows of crime as 
something they read about in the papers — 
it rarely happens in that vicinity.

SUMPPAOB 

Floating.Safes 

ONE of Ih* most interesting 
types of stamps ever to be 
placed on sale were released by 
Ihe Netherlands (Hollend) in 
1921. These were celled marine 
insurance stamps end were issued 
for the purpose of safeguarding 
mail on the high teas. 

Prior to 1921, letters or Mr- 
eels vent by registered meil from 
the Netherlands ebroad, did not 
insure the mail against ion if the 
ship met with a ditester. To meet 
the need of protection against 
such losses, a ipecial device was 
invented end special insurance 
stamps issued for it. 

The device consisted of a large 
bell shaped bouy in which was 
constructed an insulated and 
waterproof safe. It was so con- 
structed that it would float up- 
right if thrown into the sea and 
would ignite slow burning flares 
attached to it. 

These safes were placed on a'l 
ships whether freight or passen- 
ger end a special crewman put 
on duty to be ready to set it free 
if the ship met disaster. The safei 
were placed on the upper decks 
of the forward pert of the ships 
so that they could easily be cut 
loose and thrown overboard. 

This service was later aban- 
doned because of the high cost 
of the insurance. People soon dis- 
covered that see losses were very 
small in comparison to the vol* 
uma of mail carried and they did 
not consider the litre insurance 
necessary. 

The seven stamps of the marine 
insurence set had three designs 
depending on the different val- 
ues. The first design depicted e 
(loafing sefe in mid-ocean sur- 
rounded by sea gulls. This design 
.was used on the first three values. 
The second design showed a 
floating sefe with its flares lit, 
and was used on the next two 
values. The third design was en 
artist's fantasy of a floating safe 
end was placed on the two high- 
est values of the set. 

The tame designs were used 
on the seven marine insurance 
.stamps of the Dutch East Indies.
